So manv contradietory reports have been
circuluted regarding the East Eod Light
Company’s affuirs as to call for a statement
of the real facts in the cuse, which are, as
related by & gentleman who 1s acquainted
with them, as follows:

In the fisst place, the Westinghouse in-
teresis are in o way identified with the
company’s affuirs, and do not hold any
stock. Mr, Westinzheuse orignally owned
the company, together with Mr. Rowand
and his counecctions, wheu the latter pur-
chased his stock, some time since. Mr
Rowand notified the dimwrz of his desire
to retire from the responsibilities of the
office, and bhe 13 not mow takineg any
active part in the company’s affairs. Heis
still President, though not .acting, o one
having been elected to succeed him. The
new Viee President, J. H. Willoek, of the
Secoud National Bluk who was elected at
the anuual meeling, is, by virine of his
office, acting as President. E. H. Myers
was elected to the board to fill the vacaney
caused by the retirement of E, G. Miller,
last year's Viece President.

These are the facts as they stand, but the
causes which brought them about require
elucidation. It is thought that Mr. Rowand
will pot again act x5 President, heeaunse,
while his temporary retirement is due to
sicknesg, it i* stated that pressure has been
brought o bear from finaneial quarters to
postpone his resumption of ofipe. This
action is reported to be eonsequent on Mr
Rowaui’s attitunde in ernnection with the
Union Switch and SBigaal Company’s affairs,

that the company’s busiuess required some
investigation, and that meetings wonld be
held somg time shortly to talk over matters,
The annual report, dated Januvary 26, 1891,
and signed by A. T. Rowand, shows the

§20600 71. The surplus on Junuary 1,
1800, was £154574 77. The total sssets ol
the company are $808 887 08, aad the liabili-
ties, $738,711 60. The capital stock of the
corcern is $300,000.

CAR BARNS BURNED,

The Citizens Tmction Company’s Honse
Damaged 820,000—Part of the Bailding
Falls—Crossed Electric Wires Supposed
to Have Started the Fire.

Fire dia $20,000 damage to the car house
of the Citizens” Traction Company at tne
junction of Penn and Frankstown avenues
early yesterday worning, The flames were
discovered shortly after 4 o'clock, and in a
tew minutes three alarms were seot in, but
by that time the flames enveloped the whole
second story ol the building. Eight cable
and three horse cars were stowed near the
repair department and the flames fastened
on these. Their fire created an intense
heat, which eaused the walls to baige, Jet-
ting the mo! dowo. The flames soon began
creeping to the stable on the same floor.
The horses were potten out safely, as wellas
nther property stored in the west end of the
storage room,

Superiatendent Ruge estimated the Joss
at §20,000, which is covered by insurance.
The exact plaer where the flames started he
enuld not determin., as within five mioutes
it was impaossible for anyone to enter. The
throry was that the electric light wires be.
cam; crossed and ignited some of the wood-
work.

The entire west end of the buildiag is
damaged from the roof to the flonr of the
second story, The walls will have to com»
down, a8 they are cracked nnd spread. All
the wires of the East End Electric Ligh
Company extending along the building were
damaged, but the company puta force of
men at work and had the lioes repaired be-
fore mightiall.
